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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed December 19, 2006, have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues Fiedorowicz does not disclose a user could switch to another training 
stream dynamically. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., 
"dynamic switching between training streams") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations fi^om the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant argues Fiedorowicz fails to disclose at least providing the user with at least one 
comprehension aid operable to help the user to comprehend the displayed words. The Examiner 
cannot concur. At col. 6, lines 3-6, Fiedorowicz specifically discloses one of several animated 
character guides, which is selected by the student, helps, directs and encourages the student . 
through the exercises.
